In tho language of tho Choctaw Indians, 


ona of the most frequently recurring ex- 
pressions Is tlio emphatic oke, with which 
an affirmation or denial is concluded. This 
oka (pronounced with strong accent on tha 
last syllable) Li one of tho substitutes for tho 
copulative verb "to be17 .which Is wanting in 
Choctaw. Oke, as pronounced in Choctaw, 
has exactly the same sound as the alpha- 
betic pronunciation of tho O. K. in English. 


The moaning of tho expression, as nearly 


as it can bo conveyed in English, is: "That 
Is true; that is all so." 
A fow examples, 


out of many that might bo citod, wilt illus- 
trato this. "Tho Choctaw Indian 1$ a good 


j fellow" is expressed thus: Hattak api huma 


Chahta ackulanah oko, In which hattnk api 
huma moans "Indian" (literally, man-body- 
rod), achukmah moans "good," and oke is 
the copulative expression, "it is so."

Dead—ChomlcaU Uned.

"How do you embalm now; what chemi- 


cals aro uicd?"

Ho injected tho voins with a concen- 
trated solution of sulphite of alumina, and 
Dr. Uro used a solution of chloride of mer- 
cury and wood vinegar. M. Falcon! rocom- 
mendod sulphato of zinc prepared with dif- 
ferent degrees of strength.

a gallon would presorvo a body. Most un- 
dertakers to-day TISO what is known to the 
trado as Clarke's preparation, and zinc 
lur^oly ontor.s into this. During the war 
thoro wore sovoral processes invontod, some 
of which kept bodios tolerably well forquite 
a spaco ot time.
